ARMY BILL IS 
i GREAT STRIKE IN 
NOW COMPLETED AUSTRIAN ARSENAL 


More than Hundred Thousand 
Workers have Quit. Riots 
are in Progress. 


Few New Appropriations are 
Provided for and no Reduc­ 
tions are Made. 


Washington, June 21—Revision of 
the $12,000,000,000 Army Appropria­ 
tion Bill was completed yesterday by 
a Senate military subcommittee. The 
bill will be submitted to the full com­ 
mittee in an effort to bring it before 
the Senate early next week. Few ad­ 
ditional appropriations and no reduc­ 
tions were recommended by the sub­ 
committee, but it added as amend­ 
ments a number of minor army bills 
pending before the Senate and House 
in various stages of incompletion. 
The committee does not plan to add 
any provision in connection with the 
proposal for extension 
of the draft 
ages. The House provision giving the 
President unlimited authority to in­ 
crease the Army has the subcommit­ 
tee approval, but is expected to meet 
some opposition in the full committee. 
One of the important amendments 
approved is designed to meet the agi­ 
tation for increase in rank of medical 
corps officers. It provides for an ad­ 
ditional major general and two briga­ 
dier generals for the regular army 
and two major generals and six briga­ 
diers for each million men irr the na­ 
tional army, 
including 
the reserve 
officers' corps. 
The Secretary of War is authorized, 
in another amendment, to cede to the 
University of California regents land 
in the Presidio at San Francisco occu­ 
pied by the Palace of Fine Arts.

The message contains the names and 
home addresses of the 66 men who 
submitted to inoculation. All of them 
now are either cured or convalescent. 
Selected From Volunteers 
Thine men were from field hospitals 
arui ambulance organizations, 
units 
commonly designated as noncomba­ 
tant. They were selected from a large 
group of volunteers as the healthiest 
and consequently the best 
able 
to 
withstand 
a long siege 
of 
trench 
fever, which has been one of the most 
baffling 
diseases 
which 
the allied 
armies have encountered. 
The 
men 
selected were sent to a hospital be­ 
hind the British front line in Janu­ 
ary. 
Trench fever is a disease which has 
been common on the western front. It 
may have existed before, but has not 
been either frequent or severe enough 
to dim * the attention of the medical 
profession. 
Now it represents one of 
the greatest causes af disability in 
the allied armies. 
Nothing definite 
was known about either the cause or 
mode of spread of this disease. 
Seri im* But Probably Not Fatal 


While it is probably never fatal by 
its nature, through frequent relapses 
ami debilitating effects it may render 
a certain proportion of men perma­ 
nently unfit for military service, and 
the approximate average tim e lost 
from this disease 
is 
six 
months. 
Therefore, in sp.te of the fact that 
it is not a fatal disease, from the 
military point of view it has been a 
serious one. 


The problem of protecting our men, 
if possible, from this added suffering, 
was one of the first question! faced 
by the American Expeditionary For­ 
ces. 
Before any intelligent protec­ 
tive measure could be taken there 
were two points to be 
established. 
First, was this ti sea se caused by

Latter Written by Him Tells of 
Conditione In New Yaak lit 
tho Yoar 1802.

It Is Interesting to go back to the 
early days of the Civil war In this 
city, when Emerson wrote to a friend 
of the financial crisis: 
“The 1st Of January (1862) has 
found me in quite as poor a plight as 
the rest of the Americans.

or from Lldfan’s Plymouth property. 
Then almost all Income from lectures 
has quite ceased, so that your letter 
found me In a study how to psy three 
ar four hundred' dotters' wtth fifty. 
Meanwhile we are trying to be as un- 
consumlng as candles under an extin­ 
guisher, and ’tis-frightfu! to think how 
many rivals we have In distress and In 
economy. 
But far better that this 
grinding should go on had and worse 
than we be driven by any Impatience 
Into a hasty peace, or any peace re­ 
storing the old rottenness.**—New York 
World.
